A proposed budget for Tor-
rance Unified School District
asking for approximately $1,500,-
000 to operate the schools In the
year 1951-52 will be submitted to
the Board of Education at its
next meeting, according to Dr.
J. H. Hull, superintendent of
schools. The figure 1s about
$100,000 more than the budget
of the current year, but addi-
tional funds will be needed for
new schools,

Torrance Unified School Dis-
trict had an unencumbered bal-
ance of $197,142.60, on May 31,
1951, according to the financial
report of Assistant Superinten-
dent Emmett W. Ingrum.

Out of a total budget allow-
ance of $1,439,823, total expen-
ditures and encumbrances up to
the last day of May ' were
$1,242,680. The percentage of
budget encumbered is 86.31.
